According to orders by the navy de 
partnient at W ashington, the American 
raen-of-war at Kiel w ill be illum inated 
by electricity every night during their 
stay at that port 
It is intended that 
the cruiser New York shall be provided 
w ith S ,OOO incandescent lights, and each 
of the remaining three ships will have 
about 1,500, besuit*' the usual powerful 
searchlights. 
The incandescent lights 
will be arranged according to brilliant 
designs, each vessel carrying around 
the pilot house an luimeiise shield, rep­
